At The Kitchen Table

When I was growing up, the 24th of May was a time to 
eelebrate, a party time, a sort of "weleome summer" time. It 
was the first dance at Sylvan Lake, a live band and a chance 
to meet friends you hadn't seen since last May 24th. We 
always went to the opening at Sylvan Lake, it was a tradition 
for heaven sake. Well a tradition for 3 or 4 years. Traditions 
are made and broken pretty easily when you are 16. 

Meanwhile, my husband was growing up in a family that 
viewed May 24th as the time to plant the potatoes. If spring 
were very early then the potatoes could go in sooner but May 
24th weekend was the traditional time for planting potatoes 
and if the day was nice enough and the garden soil warm 
enough everything but the com and beans went in as well. 

Guess whose tradition endured? Ralph's Mom and Dad 
loved this place and loved to garden. They seem awfully close 
at this time of year. 

We have occasionally experimented with planting times. 
Twice, in the hope of really early vegetables, I seeded carrots, 
lettuce and spinach in the fall. There was no advantage. In the 
spring, we put the main garden in at the regular time. None 
of the seeds germinated until the soil was warmed and by that 
time both spring and fall sown plants were equally advanced 
but the weeds were bigger in the fall planting because the soil 
there had not been disturbed. One very early spring we 
planted most of the garden on April 17th. I will never do that 
again. The weed seeds had not yet germinated and so the 
rototiller did not kill them. Eight billion chickweeds came up 
with the carrots and had to be laboriously hand pulled. 
Groundsell hid among the lettuce and flung seeds into the 
pea rows, vetch grew along with the com and bound leaves to 
stalks while thistles, lush as young willows, came up every¬ 
where. 

So we went back to, "on or before May 24th." It's a good rule 
for this part of the country and on May 22 I went out to plant 
the last of the seeds. They happened to be flower seeds, 3 
packages of alyssum to be specific. Alyssum from seed is not 
my usual method. I usually buy 10 or 12 flats of alyssum but 
my sister-in-law grows it satisfactorily from seed and thisyear 
I am going to see if it works in my garden. I tucked the 3 
packages of seed into the breast pocket of my shirt, put on my 
shoes and gloves and then remembered that 1 had some 
nasturtium seeds soaking and that they should be planted 
first. I left the dish of wet nasturtium seedson the steps while 
I prepared a place for them. Two of the tubs that I plant 
nasturtiums in were a bit low on soil and it was while I was 
scooping earth from the garden into the wheelbarrow that I 
first heard the sneaky, mysterious sound. It was a soft sound 
but sort of menacing. A whispery. slithery sound and not one 
that I could remember having heard before. I stopped shovel¬ 
ling and listened very carefully. Birds sang, leaves rustled in 
the breeze, a small plane buzzed somewhere to the east. The 
slithery sound was silent. 

OfT and on during the afternoon the sound came bark. I 
would be bent double placing seeds in a row and the whispery 
sound would seem close enough to touch but the moment I 
stopped what I was doing and listened quietly it ceased. I 
heard it when I was near t he spruce t rees watering in the newly 
planted nasturtiums. I heard it when I bent to make the rows 
for the alyssum. It began to sound like a series of quick steps 
in dry leaves. Like a snake in thick undergrowth. Like a cougar 
snuffling human scent. Like a giant bat caught in a pail. I was 
alone on the farm but I like being alone and I am not a nervous 
person. It takes a lot to frighten me but why did it stop 
whenever I stood still and listened. Whatever it was it was 
aware of me and was watching. I was beginning to get nervous. 
I was tempted to find something to do in the house until my 
husband came home but I was so close to finishing and dam 
it the last of the seeds had to be in the ground before May 24th. 
I reached into my pocket and removed the packets of seed. The 
slithery should was very close this time, in fact It was in my 
hand and the mystery was solved.

According to our 
statistics costs have gone up 
175 percent in the past 10 or 11 
years while In the same period, 
our population has only In¬ 
creased 17 percent. 

I think all the stakeholders 
need to come together to talk 
about the problems and the es¬ 
calating costs. I also think that 
there will be the delivery of more 
health care services In the com¬ 
munity In the future. 

Ix>eally. we have three hospi¬ 
tals that are all unique, and 


have their own concerns. For 
example, Sundre lacks a long 
term health unit and that Is 
something they need. 

I would like to see us more 
aggressive steps towards at- 
tractingdoctors. Maybe It should 
be mandatory that all new doc¬ 
tors have to do one year of serv¬ 
ice in a rural community. I don't 
know. 

Dennis Coombs, Confedera¬ 
tion of Regions Party candi¬ 
date 

Our party takes a totally dif¬ 
ferent point of view. From our 
standpoint, when you have a 
hospital, the provincial govern¬ 
ment should be able to Issue 
their own credit to do the work. 

Our province has the right to 
ninour own province. It's rather 
stupid when you have the hos¬ 
pitals and the nurses ready to 
work and everything in place 
and the only concern Is the me¬ 
dium of exchange. All our gov¬ 
ernment needs to do Is to put 
the money Into circulation. We 
have the right to distribute our 
own credit. We don't go in debt 
by issuing our own provincial 
credit.

Hospital Corner 

The Board of Trustees of Mountain View Health Care Centre consists of representation from 
rural as well as urban areas of our hospital district. There are 2 members from the Town of Didsbury 

- Mr. Raymond Shantz and Mr. Doug Waite 1 member from the Town of Carstairs - Mrs. Patricia Barr 
1 member for the rural area of Didsbury west - Mrs. Marion Scott 1 member for Didsbury rural east 

- Mr. John Kohut 1 member for the south west area toward Cremona - Mr. F. S. (Mick) Earle 1 member 
for the south east part of the County - Mr. Wayne Layden 

According to our bylaws we are required to have at least ten -monthly meetings. Normally our 
Board has eleven meetings missing the July meeting in the summer. The Board Executive consists 
of the board chair, vice chair, executive director and chief of medical staff. This year the executive 
is myself, Wayne Layden (Board Chairman) Doug Waite (Vice Chairman) Dennis Stabbler (Executive 
Director) and Dr. Gallie (Chief of Medical Staff). Our Board works well together and I would like to 
compliment the members on their dedication and interest in the healthcare field. 

The Hospital Act states, “the Board has full control of the hospital and has absolute and final 
authority in respect to all matters pertaining to the operation of the hospital. “ District owned nursing 
homes also fall under that definition, which includes the long; term care area of our centre. Our 
responsibilities include ensuring both hospital and medical staff bylaws are in place. 

Board responsibilities include the development and maintenance of a mission statement that 
outlines the purpose and resource required to attain our goals, policies on services to be provided, the 
selection of the chief executive officer (C . E . Oj.and the setting and planning of the hospital district’s 
bng range goals. One of the major functions of the Board is the selection of the C . E . O . He/she 
is the only staff member who reports directly to the Board of Trustees. The C . E . O . is entrusted 
to manage the day-to-day operations of the two facilities (acute care hospital and long term care) and 
provide the Board with the information required to make sound decisions. 

In summary, the hospital board is responsible for the planning and vision of the hospital, lobbying 
of government, coordination of the medical staff, the financial operation of the hospital and two-way 
communication with the residents of the hospital district to ensure their needs and concerns are 
addressed. 

We certainly ask for your input. Feel free to write your concerns or ideas to the Hospital Board, 
c/o the hospital, or telephone any of the Board members . We need your involvement as we plan our 
future!

cue. The U.S. Navy’s primary 
shtpborne helicopter, the 
Seahawk. handles all of these 
roles (including sub-hunting: 
clearly not needed) but still costs 
less than half as much as the 
EH 101. 

The Ell 101 helicopter is sim¬ 
ply too expensive for post-Cold 
War requirements. The program 
should be cancelled.

Response to budget cuts 


Dear Editor: 

I would like to lake this op¬ 
portunity to respond totheques- 
tlons raised In the letter "Fright¬ 
ening Look at Budget Cuts” from 
"Name Withheld By Request". 

As Board Chairman. I would 
like to make It clear that the 
Mountain View Health Care Cen¬ 
tre is, and has for many years, 
been financially sound and well 
managed. Over the years there 
has actually been a surplus fund 
accumulated which has been 
used to purchase equipment, to 
provide extra programs and to 
cover a small deficit. 

We have merged the man¬ 
agement of some departments 
In an effort to cut costs, and 
presently don’t feel we can re¬ 
duce administration any further 
and still be able to provide Infor¬ 
mation to Alberta Health In a 
timely manner. If we do not pro¬ 
vide this information promptly. 
Alberta Health will withhold our 
monthly grants. The Hospital 
Board Is an elected body, and In 
some cases appointed, where 
no one has offered lo run In 
their area. Their names are read - 
lly available and we are contlnu - 
ally looking for community In¬ 
put. Information from board 
meetings Is shared with staff 
where possible, and we would 
welcome more coverage of Board 
concerns and policy by the me¬ 
dia. Our Board meets the first 
Tuesday of each month at 9:30 
a.m. 

Regarding the $250,000 to 


be cut from our budget, this Is 
an estimate of what t he budget 
of May 6. 1993 could mean to 
our hospital. Premier Klein an¬ 
nounced that $127 million 
would be cut from the hospital 
budget province-wide. This was 
an unknown at the time of our 
budgeting in March, and Is caus¬ 
ing serious concern In all hospi¬ 
tals In Alberta. Approximately 
80 percent of our budget Is com¬ 
prised of wages and benefits 
and therefore, to accommodate 
large funding reductions, sala¬ 
ries must be reduced which In 
turn could cause bed closures 
and/or programs to be elimi¬ 
nated. The local Board only ad¬ 
ministrates the funds and pro¬ 
grams. we do not generate the 
money - It comes from govern¬ 
ment after being collected In 
taxes. Local ratepayers do not 
contribute any funding directly 
through property taxes. The 
people of Alberta have told the 
government tocut spendlngand 
this Is the result of that mes¬ 
sage. Our Board Is very con¬ 
cerned about the effects of any¬ 
one losing their Job. but If we 
don't have the funding, we have 
no choice. Our policy Is that If 
there Is to be any rollback of 
wages It will be from the lop 
down and be hospital wide. Only 
previously negotiated union 
wage Increases and settlements 
will occur, and administrative 
and management salaries are 
lied lo a grid and determined by 
the union settlements. To end

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Airport soars to new heights

As theOlds-DIdsbury Airport 
goarsup fortholropen house on 
June 12. the facility will also be 
celebrating a ten year anniver¬ 
sary. 

A little more than a decade 
ago the present site of the Olds- 
Dldsbury Airport was Just an 
empty field dotted with survey 
markers. Today It Is perhaps 
the finest facility of its kind In 
the province. 

"I have been to over 50 air¬ 
ports throughout Alberta and 
the United States and have 
found the Olds-DIdsbury Air¬ 
port to be by far the best airport 
that serves a local community.” 
said Grant Edwards, a flying 
instructor and president of the 
Olds-DIdsbury Flying Associa¬ 


tion. 

When the provincial govern¬ 
ment Instituted the Alberta Air¬ 
port Development Program In 
1975. local aviation enthusiasts 
Immediately began assessing 
the feasibility of establishing a 
public licensed airport. I^ater 
that same year the present site 
was approved as suitable for 
airport development by Trans¬ 
port Canada. Preliminary sur¬ 
vey work commenced In 1979 
and base pavlngbegan In 1982. 
Aircraft were already making 
regular use of the airport by the 
time the grand opening was held 
In the summer of 1983. 

Olds-DIdsbury Airport Com¬ 
mission members Paul Gervals 
and Ed Vemmnt said that the 
airport has come a long way In 
10 years. 


' When the airport was first 
opened all there was was a run¬ 
way. a taxi way and an apron. 
There was nothlngelsc. No build¬ 
ings.” Gervals said. 

"The terminal was the first 
building to go up.” Vermont 
added. "The first hangar was 
built In 1983." 

The smooth runways and 
landscaped grounds are back¬ 
drop to a multitude of develop 
ments and services. The 2950 x 
75 fool paved runway Is aug¬ 
mented by an emergency cross- 
wind grass runway built to han 
die potentially dangerous land¬ 
ings complicated by Chinooks 


and other heavy winds. An air¬ 
field lighting system was com¬ 
pleted In the spring of 1983, 
netting a DAY/NIGIIT VFR li¬ 
cence. which Is basically a g<x>d - 
weather’ non-lnstrumentatlon 
rating. The airport also boasts a 
rotating beacon, a lighted wlnd- 
soek. a tie-down area, naviga¬ 
tional aids and a parking apron. 
Fuel Is available on the tarmae 
and the terminal Itself Is a 
brightly lit. pleasant facility 
where weary pilots and passen¬ 
gers can stretch out for a nap, 
enjoy an assortment of hot and 
cold beverages or make a tel¬ 
ephone call. A courtesy car Is 


also available for out of town 
pilots. 

At some provincial commu¬ 
nity airports. Inadequate facili¬ 
ties can mean pllols must wait 
out had weather or late passen- 
gerarrlvals In thecramped cock¬ 
pit of their airplane. At the Olds- 
DIdsbury Airport, pilots are wel¬ 
come to stretch their legs on a 
stroll around the grounds, curl 
up for a nap. or rustle up a cup 
of hot chocolate In the heated 
terminal. 

A count oft he airport registry 
confirmed well over 500 
airplanes look to the skies out of

... and proving it everyday 
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Housing project hits a snag 


by Elaine Wilson 


Although the need for senior 
oriented housing Is acknowl¬ 
edged by everyone concerned, 
objections by residents living 
adjacent to land earmarked for 
a proposed seniors housing 
project may put the venture In 
Jeopardy. 

Residents expressed con¬ 
cern the re-zonlng to allow the 
proposed development might 
cause a drop In the value of their 
land. Other concerns Involved 
several unanticipated changes 
to the original plan which had 
orginally Inch ided a green 'buffer 
zone'. Another area of concern 
was the Issue of Inserting the 
designation direct control’ Into 
the proposed re-zonlng bylaw. 
Letters from concerned resi¬ 
dents were read and a delega¬ 
tion of home owners from the 
area addressed councillors al 
the May 25 town council meet¬ 
ing. 

Pat Hovan of Supportive 
Housing Group Inc., produced 
letters he'd received In support 
of the project from MI.A Roy 
Brassard and Minister of Health 
Shirley McLellan. 

Wayne Notley spoke on be¬ 
half of the Olds Hospital and 
expressed the hope that the 


project would be allowed to pro¬ 
ceed. 

"IPatlentscurrently placed In 
long term care In Olds Hospital] 
would be looked after In this 
facility that shouldn't l>e In our 
care." Notley said. "With the way 
the funding system Is being In¬ 
dexed the hospital Just can't af¬ 
ford to care for people that aren't 
In serious need. It would help 
the hospital and we re In favour 
of It.” 

Olds resident Chic Miller, also 
spoke In favour of proceeding 
with the project. “I'm not really 
naive enough to believe that [the 
project developers]aredolngthis 
thing for compassionate rea¬ 
sons." he said. “Certainly they 
Intend to make some money out 
of the deal. But In so doing. I 
think they're dolnga great thing 
for Olds. It's something that's 
been needed for a long time. I 
know, because I’m getting close 
to that stage. It's really tough 
when older people have to leave 
their homes, but It's com¬ 
pounded greatly when they have 
to leave their town.” 

Home Help Services spokes¬ 
person Chris Van Reekum said 
there Is a genuine need for such 
a project. 

"Through my Job I am regu¬ 
larly In contact with couples 


where one spouse Is still healthy 
and the other Is deteriorating. 
It’s hard to find living accommo¬ 
dations where the couple can 
stay together. It always hurts 
terribly when the couple has to 
split up. Also a lot of older peo¬ 
ple don’t feel safe. Here they 
would always feel safe and 
looked after. If they lived In their 
own home they wouldn't have to 
rely on government controlled 
handouts which for many Is now 
the case.” 

Councillor Glenn Elmer ad¬ 
dressed the direct control Issue. 

“My understanding Is that 
direct control of that land by 
council was put In there to keep 
control of any development that 
was going In there to satisfy the 
people that showed concern.” 
he said. This Isn't a bill of sale. 
They're going to have to come to 
us and satisfy what we feel 
should go In there. I think lhat's 
where the direct control comes 
In. If you re-zone something, 
you can't deny the people that 
buy the land what they want put 
on It. This Is what we've tried to 
come to grips with. We have 
every Intention of trying to get a 
development In there that will 
satisfy everybody." 

Mayor Bob Armstrong cau¬ 
tioned those assembled not to 


Pool prospects pondered

In a letter to Robert Smith. 
Chairman of the Olds College 
Board of Governors dated April 
30. 1993. Advanced Education 
Minister Jack Ady advised that 
no provincial binding would be 
forthcoming for the proposed 
Town of Olds/ Olds College 
aquatic training centre. 

Roberta Hammer, town staff 
representative on the swimming 
pool steering committee, said In 
lieu of government funding, 
money would have to be bor¬ 
rowed in the form of a deben¬ 
ture to build the aquatic centre. 
A tax hike would Inevitably fol¬ 
low but Input from ratepayers, 
college students and personnel, 
and olher affected parties would 
be gathered and studied before 
proceeding with construction. 

"Where we build It and In fact 
whether or not we build It will go 
to plebiscite," I lammer said. "We 
will be holding public meetings 
and asking for Input on the best 
way to proceed with the swim¬ 


ming pool.” 

I lammer added that when the 
basics are finalized. the steering 
committee will be looking for 
Input and guidance from Indi¬ 
vidual citizens. Olds swimming 
clubs, the Mountain View Asso¬ 
ciation for the Mentally Handi¬ 
capped and students and In¬ 
structors representing every age 
group and special needs group 
In the community. 

The lssueof pool location con¬ 
cerns parents who would like to 
see the facility located centrally 
Instead of on campus at the 
Olds College. Steering commit¬ 
tee chairman Warren Smith feels 
the Olds College campus Is an 
Ideal site and feels transporta¬ 
tion logistics can be worked out 
In a fashion agreeable to all par¬ 
ties. 

Olds College foresees no prob¬ 
lem with locating the proposed 
pool on campus should all par¬ 
ties concerned agree to proceed. 
The chief concern In t hese tight 
financial times Is budgetary. A 
motion passed by the Olds Col¬ 


lege Board of Governors at I heir 
regular May 20 meeting says: 

"The Olds College Board of 
Governors invites the Town of 
Olds to construct an indoor pool 
complex on College property wl th 
the understanding that the Col¬ 
lege will use Its best efforts to 
contribute to the development 
and ongoing operation of the 
complex In a manner that pro¬ 
tects the annual operation grant 
and safeguards the allocation of 
resources to core programs and 
services." 

Raising funds to build the 
pool should not be (he major 
concern, town council steering 
committee liaison Glenn Elmer 
pointed out. “I don't care who 
you are. If you buy a car you 
know what the Initial payment 
Is going to be. It’s the opera¬ 
tional part. If the motor goes it 
helps If you have a partner to 
help pay half.” 

Both town and college repre¬ 
sentatives agree there are nu¬ 
merous advantages In locating 
the aquatic cent re at the college.

"put the cart before the horse.” 

"This Is a zoning hearing not 
a development hearing.” 
Armstrong said. 

Pat Hovan, Project Manager 
of Supportive Housing Group 
Inc., understood the need to 
proceed In an orderly fashion 
but noted time Is also a consid¬ 
eration. 

"We've kept in very close 


touch with town management 
and were encouraged by your 
comments." Hovan said. "We’ve 
made changes to the plan after 
Input from local residents. From 
a tlmtngstandpoint if [the delay] 
extends considerably from this 
time we’re facing winter build¬ 
ing problems and we'll be look¬ 
ing at other sites.” 


There's the land," Eimer said. 
“And they're also offering exper¬ 
tise that we would have to pay 
for on the open market such as 
plumbers and electricians.

Royal Tyrrell Museum installs new exhibit 


Staff at the Royal Tyrrell Mu¬ 
seum recently gave a boost to a 
big pterosaur, suspending the 
giant flying reptile high above 
the Museum's famed dinosaur 
gallery. Depleting a sub-adult 
Quetzacocitlus. the largest crea¬ 
ture to have ever taken flight, 
the model is the Museum's new¬ 
est life-like replica. 

Created by local palaeontolo¬ 
gist and artist. Dr. Stephen 
Godfrey, the model is a scientifi¬ 
cally accurate palaeo-sculpture. 
An unusual looking reptile, the 
Tyrrell's Quetzncoatlus. or 
feathered serpent' has an ex¬ 
tremely long, slender neck and 
head, but no tall. Its long nar¬ 
row beak Is toothless, and Its 
body looks like It's covered by 
skin rather than scales. Posed 
as If It was "coming In for a 
landing." the exhibit makes It 
easy to Imagine this giant 
pterosaur swooping down to 
scoop up fish from a shallow 
pool. 

Fossils from Quetzncontliis. 
collected at Dinosaur Provincial 
park In southeastern Alberta, 
show flying reptiles similar In 
size to the Museum's new ex¬ 
hibit. Like the exhibit, these 
pterosaurs had wings spans of 
eight metres and co existed with 
the dinosaurs some 76 million 
years ago. 

The first Quetzacontlus fossil 
discovered In Alberta was found 
In 1089. Last summer, stafffrom 
the Tyrrell Museum uncovered 
more remains. Fossilized bones 
from flying reptiles are rare. Like 
birds, their bones were thln- 
walled. hollow, and filled with 
air sacks. Alive, this reptile 
would have tipped the scale at a 
mere 88 kilograms. The Tyrrell's 
fleshed-out model, crafted of 
steel and fibreglass, weights In 
slightly heavier at at>out 100 
kilograms. 

Watch for this new exhibit, 
now "hanging out" at the Royal 
Tyrrell Museum, six kilometres 
northwest of Drumheller on 
Highway 838. Operated by Al¬ 
berta Community Devek»pment, 
the Royal Tyrrell Museum be¬ 
gan summer hours May 22. 
Open 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. dally.

the Olds-Dtdsbury Airport In the 
last 12 months, "a very con¬ 
servative estimate,” said Paul 
Gervals who acknowledged pi¬ 
lots sometimes fall to sign the 
register. The airport can handle 
* executive Jets and mid-sized 
turbo props, and Is routinely 
used by government officials on 
rural runs. 

The Olds-Dtdsbury Airport Is 
meticulously maintained by en¬ 
thusiastic volunteers and Air¬ 
port Commission members are 
quick to point out you won't find 
any potholes In their ninways. 
j "If you really want to know 
how good the airport Is. ask the 
Alberta government pilots be¬ 
cause they go around to them 
all.” said Airport Commission 
member Rut May. "Those guys 
fly In here with Brassard and 
sleep on the chesterfield or take 
the courtesy car and go grab a 
hamburger. And here, they've 
at least got a warm place to 
wait." 

Thtrty airplanes are currently 
based at the airport. Existing 
hangars are full but a new 
hangar complex featuring extra 
large bays Is In the final plan- 
nlngstages. Construction on the 
proposed new hangar complex 
Is slated to begin later this year. 
The bays will be sold eondostyle. 
Buyers will purchase bays In 
the building and lease the land 
the hangar sits on. Two units 
are already confirmed sold. and 
when a third unit of the five 
available Is presold, construc¬ 
tion by local contractors will 
begin. It will be located south of 
theSkymasterbulldlngand each 
will house one larger twin 
engined airplane or two smaller 
single engined airplanes.

RCMP report 

With the onslaught of summer there has been an 
Increase in the activity of dirt bikes in town. Now is a 
good time for a quick refresher on the rules governing 
dirt bikes. Dirt bikes are classified as off-highway vehi¬ 
cles and t hus are subject to the Off-Highway Vehicle Act. 
Within this act are sections governing registration and 
insurance. All off-highway vehicles must be registered 
and insured unless they arc being used on land with the 
owners permission. No off-highway vehicles are permit¬ 
ted to operate within the town limits of Didsbuiy. 
Finally, anyone under the age of 14 must have an adult 
present either riding with the individual or in close 
proximity. 

During the month of April 1993, Didsbury R.C.M.P. 
responded to a total of332 complaints. Ofthese66wcrc 
criminal code related including 7 impaired driving 
charges. 17 motor vehicle accidents were reported. 39 
traffic tickets, 26 written warnings, 9 liquor tickets and 
2 twenty-four hour suspensions were issued.

Shortly before one p.m. on 
May 30. Peace Runners arrived 
In Didsbury carrying a flaming 
torch which Ihey say "lights a 
path for those who follow." 

Peace Runs International Is a 
non-profit organization based In 
the United States. They are not 
affiliated with any fund raising 
cause or political organization. 
Inspired by the efforts of Inter¬ 
national peace ambassador Sri 
Chlnmoy. Individuals from over 
eighty nations are currently par¬ 
ticipating In the Peace Run to 
keep their vision of world peace 
visible and accessible to anyone 
who wishes to Join the runners 
or simply cheer them on. 

Peace Runners from all cor¬ 
ners of the globe left the United 
Nations building In April and In 
Canada four separate runs blan¬ 
keting most of the country are 
now a little past the halfway 
point. 

Combining sports and a 
dream, the Sri Chlnmoy Mara¬ 
thon Team puts on hundreds of 
athletic events every year In¬ 
cluding several world class 
marathons and trlathlons In 
doz.ens of countries around the 
world. 

A wide assortment of celebri¬ 
ties and world leaders have en¬ 
dorsed or participat’d In the 
Peace Run since Its Inception In 
1989 Including Carly Simon. 


Brian Mulroney. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger. Pope John 
Paul and Olympic champion 
Carl I>ewls who has actively par¬ 
ticipated In every run held so 
far. 

Laeh Walesa, president of 
Poland, has been quoted as say¬ 
ing the Peace Run Is "a wonder¬ 
ful opportunity for all of us to 
show oneness Independent of 
race, nationality and religious 
and political belief.” 

Malik Erven, director of the 
western Canada leg. says the 
symbolic torch was lit at the 
starting point In New York In 
April. 

"It’s a peace run and we feel 
that athletics and the pursuit of 
peace can go together." Erven 
said. "We feel that peace Is not 
something to be left entirely to 
the political process or the dip¬ 
lomatic process. As Individuals 
we can feel more harmonious, 
more at peace with other Indi¬ 
viduals and with people from 
the communities we visit. It's 
more on a grass roots level.” 

Funding for essentials such 
as food and gasoline for the pace 
car and van are provided out of 
the runner's own pockets. 

The Individual members of 
the team all contribute some¬ 
thing.” Erven explained. "The 
pace car Is my personal car. 
Everyone pays for their own 
meals. It’s not that great of an 
expense. It’s a great way to see 


the country and meet people. 
We feel very strongly about what 
we're trying to accomplish. It's a 
great experience. It really Is." 

Most of the Peace Runners 
who came to Didsbury were 
based In British Columbia, al¬ 
though one runner was from 
Toronto and another was origi¬ 
nally from Montreal. One run¬ 
ner who entered Canada as a 
refugee from Minsk Is now a 
landed Immigrant. 

The people are similar,” he 
responded softly when asked to 
compare Canada to Russia, "but 
the political systems are quite 
different.”
